As per claim 1 and 14, AppliGamtgsserts "Boebert does not disclose or anticipate determining, based on said user input, whether said 
user input is intended for said sem ^execution environment because claims 1 and 14 do not require additional user steps separate from 
the entering of user data to deter^^Rvhether the user input is intended for a secured execution environment, as taught in Boebert" 
(Remarks: Page 11, 2nd Para), jgpffiher respectfully disagrees. Examiner notes Applicant's argument has no merit (referred to "do not 
require") since the alleged limitatiH^s not been recited into the claim. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification fflBt read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

As per claim 1 1 and 24, AppliM^asserts "Boebert does not disclose or anticipate accepting output from a specific source entity in 
said secured execution environm fnvtlgTn d securely transferring said output to an output device" (Remarks: Page 12, 2nd Para).
